We 
now have all of tbe artialeg of this class 
which will be required at tbe Asylnm 
for some time to com*. 


BIFAIBS. 


With tbe increase of age tha cost (or 


repairs of an institution necessarily in- 
creases. Tbis being tbe case we have 
been forced to etpeod more coin and la- 
bor for this purpose during tho last, 
than during tbo preceding terms. 
We 


bave painted and whitewashed 
tbe 


building wherever needed, bave repaired 
sewers, reluid floors, replaced brick 
around steam boilers, and bave bad the 
same repaired. 
Tbe fences, barns, and 


everything connected with tbe ba Idings, 
will be found in as good a condition M 
could reasonably be expected. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


Dating tbe past term, as formerly, 


we have endeavored to furnish all those 
'«ho are able to perform labor, with 


m useful employment. 
We have 


hept two teams, mom of the time, haul- 
ing brush, which baa been cnt by 
patients on neighboring ranches. This 
has not only kept the patiots ongn^d, 
but hits greatly aided in sav.ng fuel. 
Oilier patients were engaged in making 
road between the Asylum and Reno, 
ranking walks aud digging trench for 
sewer on State University grounds. 
With the cibote-menlioned, ami those 
that were employed mliundry, kitchen, 
etc., thirty-three p»r cent, of all our 
patients bavi beeu engaged In some 
form of labor greatly to their advantage. 


DE1THS 


During the term twenty-four deaths 


have occurred, twenty mates and four 
females. This H un average of 5% per 
cent, for tbe whole number treated. 
During the past term no person has 
died of acute disease, except ono 01*11 
who waa brought to the Asylnm with 
cerebral congestion, far advanced, bin 
stupor gradually increasing till time of 
death, which took place one week after 
admission. Of tbe remaining tweutj• 
three, seven died in paralytic dementio, 
five of phthisis pnlmouahs, oue of brain 


fteriDig one of dropsy following liver 


and kiduey disease, one of old uge and 
tbe prostrali in produced by repeated 
partial strangulation of an immense 
inguinal hnruia, iwo of appoplexy, and 
one of Stnile gangrene. During tbe BIX 
ears past, no o»ae of typhoid fever, 
dyneuUry or any other d'sease, th»t 
could be chargeable to eithnr impure air 
or water, bus been contracted by auy in- 
mate iif I ho institution Thi« IH certain- 
ly sufficient time in which to test tbe 
character of tha water furnished by tbe 
Asylum wello, aid makes a 
Hlroug 


shuvuug in ita favor, us lybhoid fever 
has afflicted numbers of persons in tbe 
surrounding country every year since 
the patients were brought from Stock- 
ion, aud this yetr bus assumed at m out 
an epidemic form. 
The wisdom of 


yoni Honorable Board, in arranging for 
the bountiful supply of delicious ami 
healthful water, mnt<t be apparent. All 
authorities agree in charging water with 
being the great disseminator of typhoid 
fever, and kindred diseases. If tbia 
theory is correct, then the difference in 
cos' between a pure and impure supply, 
nhruld never influence tbe gnarduns of 
Dubhc Leulth HI fnvor of the latter. 


1MI7SKMKNT8. 


The Saturday night dances have been 


kept up most of tbe time and church 
services have been held occasionally 
We nave procured a mu$io lantern, and 
nre orginizm>; an orche-trn, aud hove 
to be able lo arrange for amateur theat- 
rical performances.

Cattle Doing Finely in All Section* of 


the State. 


Tbe Enterprise says tbe report! from 


all the stuck ranges of Nevada are cheer- 
ing, No suffering from cold, want of 
forage or disease is reported from any 
quarter; on the contrary, cattle are in 
places reported to 1m growing fat with 
little food nave that which they are able 
to Bud for themselves. Tbis is tbe case 
in tbe Qnin mer and Owyhee ranges, 
though in that part of the State it baa 
been much colder than here. 


loRaby and Clover valleys tbe cattle 


are fat and sleek. Io that section there 
is not only much forage on the range* 
in tbe shape of bunch grass and white 
sage, bat there is also an abundance ot 
the beat of bay on all the ranches 


In Pnhraoagat and other valleys) in 


that direction there is plenty of proven- 
der on the ranged, fat-sides which nearly 
every rancher (though some are recent 
settlers) his wore or le«a bay. A pecu- 
liar feature of the Winter m all the 
regions named is that while there has 
been very litt'j enow in the valleyn or 
on the lower hills, tbe snowfall on tbe 
turnouts of all the principal mountain 
ranges has been greater tbau for many 
years before. This insures good cron 
on all the ranches. 


At Mason valley many cattlo are be- 


ing foci and buy H still plentiful. The 
wenlher there lias been very mild all 
Winter, and fur some weeks has beeu 
almost like that of Summer. 


The ranchers of Nye county say: 


•The cattle feeding on the various 
ranges of this county are doing well this 
Winter." The outlook in (but region is 
also good for the tijlers of the sail. The 
snow in the big ranges of mountains is 
very deep 
Tbe drills constitute large 


reserves of water. 


In the northern part of Hmnholdt 


county the light snow in tbe valleys 
proved a good tnbstitnte for water, and 
cattle have been ranging out m tbe val- 
leys, where they could not live in the 
Summer and Fill, because of the scar- 
city of water. There 18 good feed in 
those valleys, but its tbe snow melts the 
cattle have to leave for some locality 


they can get water. 


At Lovelock tho Marker Bros, are 


feeding 2 000 bead of beevei, 3 GOO of 
sheep and still have 1 100 tons of bay 
for sale. Joseph Murzen is feeding 
l.bOO beeves n>1d hag gome hundred or 
more of tbe finest blooded cattle in stall 
feeding; nleo J. H 
Tbies is feeding 


about 400 beeves, Joseph H II 400 John 
Reed 300, L. K. Carpenter 500 and John 
Hill 250, beanies this large quantities of 
baled hay 18 shipped both east and west.
